Neshaminy Joint School District

adopted a $4,312,684 budget for 
1961-62. The adoption was final 
and unchanged in total amount 
from that proposed, according to 
John Paul, business administrator 
for the District. 
The budget represents an ap 
proximate increase of $600,000 
over last year’s.

A recent decision by Pennsyl­ 
vania Common Pleas Court Judge 
Earl Chudoff restricting the Esso 
Standard Oil Company from im­ 
posing retail price standards on 
state dealers was a “moral vic­ 
tory” 
according to 
the 
Levit- 
towner who refused to sign price 
agreements with the company. 
Pasquale Ciambrello and his 
three brothers, who own an Esso 
station 
in 
Philadelphia, 
were 
charged by the company in equity 
for refusing the agreement. Ci­ 
ambrello said it was a moral 
victory because he and his broth­ 
ers fought the case in court with­ 
out hope or desire for winning 
any financial settlement in the 
case. 
Ciambrello, who also owns two 
gas stations in Levittown said 
the decision was a “victory for 
all station owners who do not want 
prices dictated to them." 
Invalid, Unlawful" 
Judge Chudoff, in his statement, 
said existing contracts between 
the company and Esso dealers 
which set minimum prices 
for 
consumer sales were ‘invalid, un­ 
lawful and unenforceable.” 
Such contracts violate the Mil- 
ler-Tydings amendment 
to 
the 
Sherman Antitrust Act, since the 
company and dealers are 
“in 
competition with each other.” 
The equity suit was filed by the 
company against Pasqual, 
An­ 
thony and .Joseph Ciambrello, all 
cg Levittown. 
The company contended it had 
a right, as a fair trade distribu­ 
tor, to impose minimum prices 
on dealers in accordance 
with 
Pennsylvania’s Fair Trade Act.

Urges Donate 


For Tractors 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Presi­ 
dent Kennedy called on all Amer­ 
icans today to contribute to the 
voluntary “tractors for prison­ 
ers” fund .seeking release of Cu­ 
bans held by the Castro regime. 
Kennedy said export licenses 
for the tractors would be granted 
routinely by ' the State Depart­ 
ment. But he sold he thought the 
fund-raising campaign should be 
kept entirely in private hands. 
The committee seeking release 
of the Cubans taken prisoner dur­ 
ing the abortive invasion attempt 
is headed by Walter Reuther, 
Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt and Dr. 
Milton Eisenhower. 
A White House spokesman said 
it was quite likely that the Chief 
Executive himself would make a 
personal contribution to the cam 
paign, which is aimed at exchang­ 
ing tractors and bulldozers for 
1,200 prisoners. 
The White House also confirmed 
that it was the President who 
asked Mrs. Roosevelt, Reuther, of 
the United Automobile Workers 
and Dr. Eisenhower, brother of 
former President Dwight D. Bi 
senhower, to head up the fund 
raising campaign. 
Acting White House Press Sec­ 
retary Andrew Hatcher said the 
President called Mrs. Roosevelt, 
Reuther and Eisenhower after 
being told a number of commit 
tees were being formed to raise 
money to meet the offer of Cuban 
Premier Fidel Castro to trade the 
Cuban rebels for tractors. 
In another development on Cap­ 
itol Hill, Sen. Thomas J. Dodd, 
D-Conn., accused the private com

Yesterdays 
low for this area was 46 degrees, 
which was just three degrees frjjm 
shattering the 44 -degree record 
set in 1931. 
Meanwhile, in Philadelphia, yes­ 
terday’s weather broke the 1943 
record, dropping to 41 degrees, 
which upset the previous 46 lpw. 
This morning’s low as 44 degrees, 
which compares to the 42 |ow 
record for 1956 in Philadelphia.
